The East Jordan Board of Ed- 
ucation has won an.unusual cir- 
cuit court hearing requiring two 
Antrim County townships ~-to in- 
crease school taxes.

Echo and Jordan Townships 
in Antrim county, a part of the 
East Jordan school district, were 
ordered by Presiding Circuit 
Judge Howard Campbell, of Cad- 
illac, to levy taxes based upon 2

state equalized valuation for 
school purposes.

JUDGE CAMPBELL was sit- 
ting on the bench at Bellaire in 
place of Circuit Judge Charles 
Brown, of Traverse City. 

The East Jordan school attor- 
ney William Downs said that 
earlier the allocation boards had 
met and agreed upon the proper 
tax levy for the two townships. 


However, the Antrim county 
board of supervisors directed

spread 5.84 mills on Antrim 
county assessed valuation. 


It was perhaps the first time 


in Michigan, Downs said, that 
school taxes were levied which 


_ differed from those agréed upon. 


SUCH ‘TAXES, the local 
school charged, would not raise 
enough money from these two 
townships to maintain. the local 
school. 

Since the local school was not 
officially notified of Antrim 
county’s change of action in time 
to complain to the State Tax 


Commission, the school board 
went to court. 


The board of education, thru 
Downs, asked the court for a 
writ of mandamus. demanding 
that Antrim county. spread nec- 
essary school taxes in the two 
townships as agreed. 


Results of the hearing requires 


Echo township to raise $908.02 
instead of $642.10; and Jordan 
Township $1,901.24 instead of 
$1,332.81. 

IN. THE OPINION, Judge 
Campbell upheld Attorney Gen- 


eral Frank G. Millard’s contro- 
versial ruling on property valua- 
tions

He had said the taxes must be 
based upon the state equalized 
figures. 


When the attorney general 
made the ruling some time ago 
it brought a storm of protests 
from boards of supervisors in 
scores of Michigan counties 
having fractional districts.

JUDGE CAMPBELL’S opin- 
ion handed down in the East Jor- 
dan school case was perhaps the 
first test of the attorney gener- 
al’s ruling. 

It was also the first time a 
school district had gone to court 
and won such a tax claim with- 
out going through regular State 
Tax Commission procedure. 


Winning the suit now means 


the East Jordan school will re-. 


ceive a total of $2,809.26 from 
the two townships. 


If Antrim county iad been al- 


lowed to assess the townships up- 
on. county. valuations.the school . 
would have received only $1,- 
974.91,

THUS THE court case result- 
ed in the East Jordan school be- 
ing able to receive an additional 
$834.85 fromthe two townships 
for operation of the local school. 


Without the extra moriey, the 
school charged, it would not have 
been able to take care of. those 
students coming here from the 
two Antrim county townships.

Settle back in your chair and 
put your feet up, we’re going to 
take a nice ride back into the 
world of 1925—30 years ago. 


Back to the big to do over 
organizing a $2,000,000 Boyne 
City cement plant that never 
materialized. 


Back when Godfrey VonPla- 
ten. died—one of Michigan’s big- 
gest lumber operators who got 
his start at Advance. 


Those were the days when 
East Jordan was going all out 
to obtain a State Normal Col- 
lege. The fight raged for 
months but the city lost out. 


Chicago had. been stealing wa- 
ter from Lake Michigan. The 


city was robbing Lake Michigan

of 10,000 cubic feet of water 
per second and making Michigan 
lake ports plenty mad. The U. 8. 
Supreme court slapped Chicago’s 
wrist and made them stop it. 


Dr. George E. Reycraft, one 
of the north’s most widely 
known doctors was taken by 


; death, 


Hugh Gray, of the West Mich- 
igan Tourist & Resort Ass’n., 
made headlines with his charge 
of a $20,000,000 Chicago “land 
grab” along the state’s lake Mi- 
chigan shore. It was claimed that 
Chicago speculators bought land 
for $4,500 and sold it for about 
$20,000 in just one case. 

All northern. Michigan as well 
as the entire east half of Amer- 
ica felt its first real earthquake 
in March of 1925. And it was a 
honey. 


No one in modern history 
ha “elt anything like it in this 
area. 


The quake shook East Jordan 
until its teeth rattled. 

Beaver Island’s “man of mys- 
tery,” Dr. Protar, died after be- 
ing “exiled on the island.” A bril- 
liant physician and an educated 
man who had fled Russia, he liv- 
ed on ‘the island for many years 


‘with no one knowing his back- 


ground. 


The famous man who ran 
and ran and ran for President 
of United States died at Day- 
ton, Tenn. He was William 
Jennings Bryan. He ran on the 
democratic ticket in 1896, 19. 
00 and 1908. At 36 he was 
youngest to be nominated in 
history. 


The state made drastic chan- 
ges in automobile laws. Owners 
had to have two lights in front 
and a tail light in back and for 
the first time it was a law that 
you had to dim your lights when 
a car approached at night. 

In 1925 the U. 8. Supreme 
Court denied the right of a mu- 
nicipality to regulate itinerant 
agents—peddlers or door to door 
salesman. The high court said 
it was an- interference with in- 
terstate commerce and therefore 
unconstitutional to regulate.

TB cases stay 
up in numbers ... more than 
5,600 in 19538. TB deaths down 
to 607 in Michigan last year. 


In Chatlevoix county, as thru 
out the state, we’re not prevent- 
ing TB as successfully as we’re 
postponing death once the dis- 
ease strikes. There has been mar- 
ked progress. The outlook is 


hopeful. But the battle is far 
from won.

a lot of space, but we want to. 


be sure that none of our friends 
have any excuse for not writing 
to us. 

Our plane trip was excellent 
and we sure enjoyed that mode 
of travel. We left N. Y. at 4 p.m. 
Oct. 5 and because of a tail 
wind we arrived in London in 
7% hours, 2% hours early. Our 
berths were comforable but we 


did not get to use them very] 


long. 
Our schedule called for a day 


_ in London during which we saw a 


few sights and caught up on 
some of our sleep. The rest of 
the stops were on schedule — 
Frankfurt, Ger., Istanbul, Tur- 
key, Beirut Lebannon and Kara- 
chi. Our flying time was 29 hours

When we landed at Karachi Fri- 
day noon, Oct. 8, the hot desert 
sun met us. Three men from the 
Embassy: The Chief Agricultur- 
ist, The Agricultural Engineer, 
and the Village Director, met us 
at the airport and helped us 
through customs. The Chief Ag- 
riculturist, Mr. Snyder, invited 
us to his house for lunch, which 
we enjoyed very much. Mr. Sny- 
der then took us to the Palace 
Hotel where we stayed until 
Monday, Oct. 11. We were very 
fortunate to be able. to move 
into a furnished apartment 
where some folks had just left 
to return to the States for home 


leave. The cook and bearer both } 


stayed on and they have both 
been a big help to us. Our 
freight has arrived except the 
big items sent ‘by ship: 

Our home in- Hyderabad is 
not completed so we are station- 
ed here temporarily. I have been 
over there twice for several days 
at a time and gotten acquainted 
with the area and my work. The 
new workshop under construct- 
ion is 860’ long with 2 - 240°

The climate is very steady 
here with the temperature in the 
90’s each day and 70’s at. ‘night.

T have found time to go fishing 
already and it was a very enjoy- 
able day. Four of us hired a lo- 
cal boat and went about 20 miles 
down the Arabian Sea Coast and 
trolled for anything that would 
strike. I caught five fish, two of 
them were surmay (king mac- 


tween 30-60 Ibs. (estimate) two 
others were Berocuda and one is 
unknown to me. They were all 
big fish, We gave three away 
but kept the two surmay and 
have had six meals off them and 
still there is some left in the 
refrigerator.

A reader writes in to say that 
East Jordan’s first. bank was or- 
ganized by George B. Martin. 
(Alexander Bush wrote the name 
George E. Martin). While build- 
ing a frame structure to house 
it on the site of the present State 
Bank, he conducted his banking 
business in the D. C. Loveday 
store. : 

In 1891 (Mr. Bush said it was 
1892) Mr. Martin sold the bank 
to Reuben R. Glenn and Alex 
ander Bush; and it operated un- 
der the name of Bush and Glenn. 

Reuben Glenn died in 1895 
and Mr. Bush sold his interest 
in 1897 to Reuben’s father, Jo- 
seph C. Glenn, Reuben’s brother, 

In 1899 they built the present 
brick building which stands on 
the corner of. Esterly and Main 
streets. 

In July, 1901, the bank was 
reorganized as the State Bank 
of East Jordan with a capitaliza- 
tion of $20,000; and the follow- 
ing officers were named: Jo- 
seph C. Glenn, president; Walter 
L. French, vice-president; and 
George G. Glenn, cashier.
